Mrs. Miles is now living at Clifford, 
Ill., with her parents, who removed a 
few weeks ago to that place. Miles is 
under bond of $1000, which -he has failed 
to give: He is desparate to get aut of 
jail because he says he wants to pre- 
vent his wife from returning to New 
York, where, he, says, he understands 
she is going after Brackett returns to 
East St. Louls to appear against him in 
the trial of the charge.

The next information he had of 
her whereabouts was when Miles 
learned by chance that she had gone 
to hgy father’s home near Cartersville,

Spied On Wife in Disguise. 

Smarting under his suspicions con- 
cerning what he calls her infatua- 
tion for Brackett, Miles followed the 
woman to Carterville, arriving in that 
town about a year ago. He did not 
make himself known but, adopting 
the disguise of a tramp stableman, he 
remained under cover for the purpose 
of syying on his wife. He says he 
became convinced that she was con- 
ducting correspondence with Brack- 
ett. 

Without warning to her he suddenly 
called at the farm of her parents some 
months ago and asked to see Mrs. 
Miles. He was turned away, but after 
persisting had an interview with her. 
He iearned from her that she intended 
to get a divorce. To this, he says, he 
agreed on the understanding that she 
would permit him to see the children, 
another baby having been born to them 
after her arrival in Cartersville. ‘

Kickham Makes Denial. 

As told in the late editions of Thurs- 
aay’s Post-Dispatch, Edna mailed ‘n 
St. Louis a letter, which reached the 
Springer home Thursday afternoon, in 
which she declared that she and Kick- 
ham were married at Clayton Wednes- 
day, taking precautions against pub- 
licity. 

Kickham, who was freed in Bellevitle 
Wednesday of a charge brought against 
him by the girl, because of her fail- 
ure to appear in court, denies her state- 
ment regarding the marriage. He says 
he has not seen her since Tuesday after- 
noon, and that he was with friends in 
East St. Louls and Belleville at th? 
time the letter says ‘the Clayton mar- 
riage took place. 

The Clayton marriage license records 
and the affidavits, which must by law 
be filed by all applicants for licenses, 
do not show the name of either Kick- 
ham or Miss Karsch.

WIS CHARGES 


Judge Trieber Sustains Demurrers 
to Two Indictments Against 
Him and Associates. 


—_— 





E. G. Lewis won a victory in the 
United States District Court Friday, 
When Judge Trieber sustained his de- 
murrers to the indictments charging 


him with defrauding the Government 
of postage on his publications, the 
Woman’s Farm Journal and the Wom- 
an’s Magazine. Two indictments 
icharged. Lewis,. jointly with Frank J. 
Cabot and William E. Miller, officials 
of the Lewis Publishing Co., with the 
offense. 

The first indictment was returned tin 
December, 19%. Flaws were found in it 
by the District Attorney and Chester 
H. Krum, special counsel for the Gov- 
ernment, and in May, 1906, another was 
returned, it not being expected that the 
first would be upheld. Judge Trieber, 
in upholding the demurtets, pronounced 
both “fatally defective.” 

A third indictment against Lewis 
alone, charging him with a scheme to 
defraud in promoting the People’s 
I'nited States Bank, now defunct, is 
not affected by Judge. Trieber’s ruling. 

The charge against Lewis and the of- 
ficers of his company was that they 
padded subscription lists to the maga- 
zines. Under the law publishers are 
allowed to send out as many samples 
as to subscribers. 

Judge Trieber held that both Indict- 
ments were improperly drawn in that 
they only specified the number of copies 
Lewis sent out in excess of what he 
should legally have sent out—not the 
number he was entitled to mail.» The 
excess on the Woman's Farm Journal 
was given as 30,7277 and on the Wom- 
an’s Magazine as 529,000. Judge Trieber 
ruled that Lewis was entitled toNnow

Plans for the establishment of a St.

Louis-Chicago line, carrying sleeping 
cars as well as day coaches, have been 
perfected by the Illinois Traction Sys- 
tem, otherwise the McKinley line, and 
are being executed with all possible 
speed. 

The cars will enter St: Louis over a 


,new bridge to be constructed from Ven- 


ice, Ill., to a point on Ninth street, .St. 
Louis, near Salisbury street. They will 


enter Chicago over the electric line, 
owned by another company and now in 
operation from Chicago to Joliet. 

The McKinley System will be the link 
between Joliet and Venice. Already the 
road is in operation between Venice 
and Springfield, Ill. It is also in oper- 
ation from Springfield to Decatur and 
other points, but these are not to be 
on the main St.Louis-Chicago line. 

The Chicago-St. Louis line will run 
from Springtield to Lincoln, to which 

int the road is already completed, and 
rom there in a northeasterly direction 
to Congerville, a small town on tlre 
McKinley line between Bloomington and 
Peoria. From “Congerville the road will 
continue northeast to Streator, north 
to Ottawa and then northeast again to 
Joliet. 

Sixty-Six Miles to Build. 

Already the portion of the line be- 
tween Lincoln and Congerville and Con- 
gerville and Streator is under construc 
tion. The portions of the Chicago-St. 
Louis road yet to be constructed are 
between Streator and Ottawa, about 
twenty-six miles, and a part of the line 
between Ottawa and Joliet, about forty 
miles. 

What the fare will be between Chi- 
cago and St. Louis on the new line 
its managers have not yet decided. The 
single rate fare between St. Louis and 
Springfield, is now $2, and the round 
trip rate between St. Louis and Spring- 
field, $3.15. The single fare rate is a 
little more than 2 cents a mile. 

‘We are pushing the St.-Louis-Chi- 
cago line to completion,’’ said Congress- 
man McKinley of Champaign, head of 
the system, to a Post-Dispatch reporter, 
Thursday. ‘‘We intend to begin work 
on the two remaining gaps soon. 

‘We intend to begin work on fhe St. 
Louis end of the road in about sixty 
days. We will commece work on the 
tracks in St. Louis and the bridge 
across the city from Venice at the same 
time. We are waiting now to get ad- 
ditonal franchises on the Illinois side 
of the river around Venice. 

Bridge tn Two Years and Half. 

“The bridge will be similar to the 
Merchants’ Bridge. The builders say 
they can complete it in 18 months, but i 
my opinion it will take two and one-hal 
years. Meanwhile we will ferry our 
cars .across. We may arrange with the 
Wiggins Ferry Co. to do this for us, 
but we have a ferry franchise of our 


own. 

“IT do not know that we will ask for 
any additional franchises in St. Louts. 
We originally asked for permission tu 
go down as far as the Cupples block, 
but it was refused us.”’ 

McKinley said the St. Louis-Chicago 
line, when completed, would connect 
with Indiana electric lines. He says he 
has no present plans, as reported, for a 
Kansas City-St. Louis line or a line be- 
tween Cairo, Ill, and Springfield, Mo.

Safety Shutters. 





GOING EAST FOR. DATA 





Expects to Gather Basis for Cru- 
sade in Fire Fighters’ 
Conventions. 





Enforcement of the ordinance requir- 
ing the equipment of mercantile, manu- 
facturing and office buildings with fire- 
proof shutters, and inclusion of hotels, 
hospitals and asylums in the list is 
among the objects of a crusade which 
Building Commissioner Smith  an- 
nounces he will soon undertake. 

Mr. Smith leaves St. Louls Friday 
night for New York and Washington, 
where he will attend conventions of fire 
fighters and building supervisors. He 
hopes to secure while there the basis of 
provisions and changes that he desires 
to have in ordinances he will draft. 

To Regulate Gasoline Storage. 


Among these will be regulations for 
the storage of gasoline in garages and 
groceries and data on fireproof shut- 
ters. He intends to incorporate in the 
ordinance now in the hands of City 
Counsellor Bates a clause that not 
roore than 500 gallons of gasoline shall 
be kept in @ garage or grocery without 
special permit, that the receptacles 
which contain it shall be placed in fre- 
proof vaults, ventilated and near bexes 
ot sand. 

The ordinance providing for the equip- 
ment of certain bufldings with fireproof 
shutters has. been on the books for sev- 
eral years. Mr. Smith says that most.gf 
the big establishments, including offf@ 
buildings downtown, are violating it. 
His plan is to require that observance 
of the law be made a condition of leases 
on such buildings or any part of them. 
The ordinance says that buildings sit- 
uated on alleys or vacant lots, within 
forty feet of other buildings, downtown, 
shall be protected on every floor above 
the second, by means of metal shutters 
which shall be closed at night.

John A. Hamilton, Given Up by Physicians as 
Hopeless, Took Advice of Friend and Is 
Now Sound and Healthy. 





gonhn A. Hamilton, a telegraph op- 
erater, formerly of East Alton, who 
18 months ago was pronounced hope- 
fessiy afflicted with tuberculosis, owes 
. fila recevery and more weight than he 
_ fas ever had to a persistent dict of raw 
¢ eggs and sweet milk. 

Though able to return to his‘ former 
employment, work, take exercise and 
_ @njoy life, he has not forsaken the re- 
‘ gimen that he believes saved him from 
death. Twelve eggs and sometimes half 
a gallon of milk are his daily food and 
drink. Other articles he doesn’t at- 
tempt to eat, although he believes that 
he could dispose of any meal that any 
erdinary man could take, without in- 

jury. 
: Wamilton has visited the physicians 
who told him that his death was only 
a matter of a few weeks. They have 
marvelled at his recovery and are ready 
to give the credit to the milk and eggs. 

When Hamilton quit his position at 
WNameoki, Ill., unable to any longer 
do his work, he weighed 128 pounds. He 
went to the home of his father-in-law, 
Justice S. G. Cooper, in East Alton. 

Physicians said that the only hope of 
even prolonging his life was a trip to 
the West. With his wife and two chil- 
dren Hamilton started, but on reaching 


Chicago he suffered a hemorrhage and | 


was unable to continue. Relatives were 
ealled to his bedside in the belief that 
he would die in a few hours. He was 
able, however, to return to East Alton

diet of raw eggs and milk.

The suggestion was like a straw to a 
drowning man. In the first week of 
the diet Hamilton grew stronger and 
was soon able to walk about the house 
and yard. In a month he was a pound 
or two heavier. Then gradually the 
color came back to his face and he took 
long walks about town. All the while 
he had increased his daily allowance of 
milk and eggs. From four to five of 
the one and a pint of the other the 
quantity grew to a dozen and half a 
gallon, respectively. 

Hamilton is new station agent for the 
Chicago & Alton road at San Jose, IIl. 
He, weighs 164 pounds, which is more 
than he ever weighed before. He hasn’t 
had « hemorrhage in 14 months. He 
spends a great deal of time in the open 
air, riding, walking, fishing and in vari- 
ous exercises. His lungs seem to be en- 
tirely healed and equal in capacity to} 
those of any man who never had con- 
sumption. 

The story of Hamilton’s remarkable 
recovery has spread through all the 
country side and has interested medical | 
men, some of whom hold that sweet | 
milk and raw seggs are about as good | 
a gure for tuberculosis as science has 
been able to discover. Moreover, they

When asked how he would like to 
have his sentence reduced to five years, 
John Stapp, the 15-year-old boy who a 
few days ago was given 99 years in the 
Penitentiary, on the charge of murder- 
ing Mrs. Otillie Kraus, muttered in an 
unconcerned way: “I wouldn’t care.”’ 

This is an example of the interest the 
boy slayer takes in life. He has only a 
hazy recollection of his brief past and. 
he does not care anything about the fu- 
ture. Perhaps the rapid growth of his 
body—he is big for his age—has dwarfed 
the development of his mind. At any 

rate, he is stupid, so stupid that it 
| tires him to talk. 

Oct. 18 Stapp will be 16 years old. He 
was born at 131 Cherokee street. He 
knows that much, he says. because 
he never lived at any other address. 
He remembers that he attended the 
Shepherd School and he thinks he got 
as far as the fifth reader, though he is 
not sure. He does not remember the 
lessons he tried to learn or the name 
of the teacher. She .was an old lady, 
and he thinks she is now principal of 
some other school. 

He Never Tries to Write. 

He forgets how far he got in arith- 
metic and has only a faint idea that he 
studied spelling. He thinks he could 
write if he should try, but he has not 
tried since leaving school. 

He remembers that when his father 
died about four years ago he went to 
work in a car shop and helped to run a 
machine. He did not like that kind of 
work, he says, so he sought employ- 
ment in the bottle cleaning department 
of a brewery. After working there for 
a while he quit and then went to driv- 
ing a dirt wagon. He did not like the 
work, but he kept at it, he says, hop- 
ing to get something better. 

When a baby Stapp developed a fond- 
ness for beer, and as he grew his fona- 
ness grew. He does not remember just 
how he happened to begin drinking, 
except that when he was very small he 
used to take a sip now and then when 
his folks bought it, and when he be- 
came big enough to go to the corner 
saloon with the family bucket.he oc- 
casionally drank a whole glassful. After 
he started to work he bought beer for 
himself. 

Then he began attending dances and 
club -picnics, he says, and once in a 
while he would get drunk. 

He got drunk on whisky only a few 
times that he can remember. He 
smokes cigarettes, but not as a regular 
habit.
